CHAIRMAN’S  REVIEW  1946 


ON  BEHALF  of  the  Board  of  Management  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  122nd  Annual  Report. 


NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  main  item  of  interest  during  the  year  for  all  connected  with  hospitals 
has  been  the  progress  of  the  Government  proposals  for  a  national  health 
service.  These  have  been  given  final  form  and  the  assent  of  King  and 
Parliament  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  The  passing  of  this 
Act  marks  the  end  of  an  epoch  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  hospital 
affairs.  Whatever  our  political  opinions  it  is  natural  that  we  should  feel 
sorrow  in  the  passing  of  the  voluntary  hospitals,  which  have  served  the 
people  of  this  country  with  efficiency  and  devotion  for  hundreds  of  years. 

Of  the  great  voluntary  hospitals  the  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary  may  claim  to 
be  not  the  least  worthy.  The  Board  are  very  proud  to  be  the  representatives 
and  successors  of  those  who  founded  the  hospital  in  1 824  and  of  all  those  who 
have  maintained  it  since  that  date.  Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
they  will  shortly  be  called  upon  to  hand  over  the  hospital  to  a  new  authority 
and  they  will  do  so  in  the  knowledge  that  the  institution  they  pass  on  is  one 
of  the  finest  in  the  country. 

Whatever  views  may  be  held  as  to  the  wisdom  of,  or  necessity  for,  the 
transfer,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  intention  of  the  sponsors  of  the  new 
Act  is  to  provide  a  better  service  for  the  nation  as  a  whole.  Provided  that 
the  new  Boards  and  Committees  set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health  have  the 
same  wide  vision  and  genuine  desire  to  help  their  fellow  men  which  marked 
the  early  founders  of  this  hospital,  there  is  opportunity  in  the  new  Act  for  a 
further  great  advance  in  the  science  of  healing  and  the  relief  of  suffering. 

If  the  benefits  foreshadowed  by  the  new  Act  are  to  come  to  fruition,  it 
can  only  be  by  the  help  of  the  charitable,  as  in  the  past.  Parliament  may 
frame  laws  and  plan  great  projects  but  they  can  only  be  fulfilled  by  men 
and  women  working  with  goodwill.  In  the  service  of  the  sick  there  are  many 
imponderable  factors  which  cannot  be  laid  down  by  statute,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  sincere  and  unselfish  service  will  be  forthcoming  for  the  new 
Health  Service  and  for  the  Infirmary  in  particular  in  the  future  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past. 
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THE  YEAR’S  WORK 

The  year  1946,  as  might  have  been  anticipated  as  the  aftermath  of  war, 
was  one  of  increasing  demands  upon  the  Infirmary  in  every  way.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  in-patients  admitted  was  the  largest  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of 
the  Infirmary,  and  the  number  of  out-patient  attendances  also  showed  a 
very  large  increase  over  last  year’s  figures.  The  total  number  of  in-patients 
admitted  was  8447,  the  total  number  of  new  out-patients  registered  was 
31,467,  and  the  total  number  of  out-patient  attendances  was  153,374.  When 
it  is  remembered  that  increasing  shortages  of  staff  have  been  experienced 
and  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  provide  any  additional  accommodation, 
it  will  be  appreciated  that  many  difficulties  have  had  to  be  faced  in  dealing 
with  these  enormous  numbers.  The  Board  are  constantly  alive  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  improving  the  service  given  to  each  individual  patient,  and  it  is  their 
endeavour  to  anticipate  and  remedy  any  criticism  which  might  be  made. 
At  the  same  time,  they  would  ask  their  supporters  and  those  patients  who 
have  occasion  to  seek  the  services  of  the  Infirmary  to  realise  that  many 
things  which  the  Board  would  like  to  do  or  to  provide  have  been  rendered 
impossible  by  shortages  resulting  from  the  war.  Much  has  been  done 
during  the  last  twelve  months  to  improve  conditions,  but  much 
remains  to  do. 

FINANCE 

The  financial  position  of  the  Infirmary  has  been  the  cause  of  grave  con¬ 
cern  during  the  year.  The  steadily  rising  cost  of  all  services  has  forced  up 
the  annual  expenditure  to  heights  undreamed  of  before  the  war,  and  the 
uncertainty  attending  the  Government’s  proposals  for  legislation  has 
affected  many  potential  sources  of  income.  This  matter  is  dealt  with  at  length 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  his  financial  summary  else¬ 
where  in  this  Report,  and  I  content  myself  with  saying  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  the  Infirmary  that  they  had  at  all  times  full  confidence  in  the 
ability  and  willingness  of  the  citizens  of  Bradford  to  maintain  their  hospital 
at  its  fullest  efficiency.  It  has  been  decided  that  this  responsibility  will  be 
taken  over  by  the  Government  at  some  date  in  the  future,  and  the  Board 
appeal  to  their  supporters  to  give  as  generously  to  the  Infirmary  as  they 
have  done  in  the  past  until  that  date  arrives  and  thus  enable  the  Board  to 
continue  a  full  service  without  any  slackening  or  gap  in  its  continuity. 

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  STAFF 

The  termination  of  hostilities  and  the  release  of  many  Medical  Officers 
from  the  Forces  have  enabled  new  appointments  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Infirmary  to  be  made  during  the  year. 
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Mr.  Peter  McEwan,  M.A.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.R.C.S.,  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion  of  the  appointment  of  Honorary  Surgeon  in  October  1946  and  was 
appointed  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon.  The  Board  would  place  on 
record  their  very  high  appreciation  and  their  grateful  thanks  for  a  life-time 
of  devoted  service.  Mr.  McEwan  was  first  appointed  to  the  Infirmary  as  its 
first  Resident  Surgical  Officer  in  1907,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  since  1911. 

Dr.  W.  N.  West  Watson,  M.D.,  also  tendered  his  resignation  during 
1946  from  the  appointment  of  Honorary  Physician.  Dr.  West  Watson 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Staff  for  thirty-one  years,  and  the 
Board  thank  him  for  his  long  and  devoted  service  and  have  appointed  him 
Honorary  Consulting  Physician. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Langley  resigned  his  post  of  Honorary  Acting  Physician  on  the 
return  of  Dr.  Price  from  H.M.  Forces,  and  the  Board  express  their  grateful 
thanks  to  Dr.  Langley  for  carrying  on  during  the  war  and  record  their 
satisfaction  that  he  has  accepted  the  post  of  Consulting  Paediatrician  to  the 
Infirmary. 

The  Board  would  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  following  members 
of  the  Honorary  Medical  staff  who  have  returned  from  H.M.

All  the  Officers  named  have  taken  up  their  duties  with  the  exception  of 
Major  J.  S.  Davidson  and  Captain  L.  W.  Smith,  who  were  still  on  active 
service  overseas  with  H.  M.  Forces  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that,  as  foreshadowed  in  last 
year’s  Annual  Report,  all  appointments  to  the  Visiting  Medical  Staffs  of 
the  hospitals  in  the  City  are  now  made  through  the  medium  of  the  Bradford 
Joint  Hospitals  Council,  on  which  all  the  hospitals  in  the  City  are  rep¬ 
resented.  The  Council,  with  the  help  of  the  Consultant  Staff,  has  carefully 
examined  the  needs  of  Bradford  as  a  whole  and  by  joint  action  hopes  to 
secure  that  the  very  best  available  candidates  are  appointed  to  the  various 
posts. 

OBITUARY 

The  Board  record  with  regret  the  death  of  one  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff,  Dr.  R.  Rimmer,  Assistant  Physician,  who  was  appointed  to  that  post 
in  1928,  and  gave  many  years  of  unassuming  service  to  the  patients  at  the 
Infirmary. 

DEVELOPMENT 

The  stringent  Government  restrictions  on  building  have  precluded  any 
marked  increase  of  accommodation  during  the  year.  No  additional  build¬ 
ings  have  been  erected,  but  the  Board  has  taken  advantage  of  a  generous 
offer  made  by  the  Executors  of  the  late  Sir  James  Hill,  Bart.,  to  acquire 
“Wellwood”  at  a  very  favourable  price.  This  house  has  been  very  kindly 
loaned  to  the  Infirmary  for  use  as  a  Night  Nurses’  Home,  free  of  all  cost, 
for  the  last  eight  years,  and  it  will  continue  to  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  Diagnostic  X-ray  Department  has  been  very  greatly  improved  by 
the  installation  of  new  plant  during  the  year,  including  three  X-ray  sets  of 
the  very  latest  type,  together  with  a  thorough  re-organisation  and  re¬ 
equipment  of  the  developing  and  examination  rooms;  the  total  cost  of  the 
new  equipment  for  this  Department  was  over  £10,000.  Additional  space 
has  been  allotted  to  this  Department  by  the  removal  of  the  Ultra-Violet 
Ray  Department  to  the  temporary  structure  erected  as  a  stretcher  gas  de¬ 
contamination  station  during  the  war.  This  has  been  converted  at  compara¬ 
tively  little  cost  to  provide  a  commodious  and  efficient  Light  Department. 
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A  similar  decontamination  department  for  walking  cases  adjacent  to  the 
X-ray  Department  has  been  converted  for  use  as  a  Clinical  Photography 
Department. 

The  increased  work  in  the  various  departments  has  been  reflected  in  the 
number  of  items  of  linen  sent  to  the  laundry  for  washing,  and  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  re-organise  and  re-equip  the  laundry  in  order  to  deal 
with  this  increased  work  with  the  smaller  number  of  workpeople  now 
available.  The  equipment,  which  includes  a  new  four  roll  calender,  presses, 
etc.,  has  cost  over  £4000. 

REHABILITATION 

Considerable  advance  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  applying  the 
experience  of  war  to  the  improvement  of  treatment  for  the  civilian  popula¬ 
tion  in  peace,  and,  in  particular,  in  extending  the  scope  of  hospital  treat¬ 
ment  in  order  to  return  disabled  patients  to  full  work  again  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  Woodlands  Convalescent  Home  at  Rawdon,  which  has  for 
many  years  served  as  a  post-operative  recovery  home  to  the  Infirmary,  has 
been  further  developed  as  a  Rehabilitation  Centre  in  which  patients  are 
helped  to  full  recovery  by  suitable  exercises,  occupation,  and  recreation. 
The  benefits  of  the  Home  have  previously  been  available  to  in-patients  only, 
but  suitable  out-patients  are  now  transported  there  daily  and  spend  the 
whole  day  under  the  supervision  of  skilled  remedial  personnel  and  occupa¬ 
tional  therapists.  The  effect  of  this  treatment  is  to  speed  up  recovery  and 
obviate  much  unnecessary  temporary  or  permanent  disability. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

It  is  my  privilege  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  express  our  thanks  to  a 
host  of  helpers  who  have  served  the  Infirmary  in  so  many  ways.  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  list  all  those  who  are  deserving  of  our  thanks,  but  I  would  not 
like  any  of  them  to  feel  that  their  help  had  gone  unremarked  or  un¬ 
appreciated.  I  would  assure  all  those  who  have  helped  the  good  work  of  the 
Infirmary  in  any  way  whatever  that  the  members  of  the  Board  are  very 
conscious  of  the  great  debt  they  owe  in  this  respect  and  are  fully  conscious 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  without 
this  help.  On  their  behalf  I  would  express  grateful  thanks  and  the  hope  that 
similar  help  will  be  forthcoming  for  the  Infirmary  throughout  the  coming 
year  and  to  our  successors  in  the  years  to  come.

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FINANCIAL  SUMMARY 


THE  BOARD  again  express  their  thanks  to  Subscribers  for  their 
continued  support.  Despite  the  passing  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  during  the  year,  and  the  discussions  thereon,  the 
voluntary  gifts  to  the  Infirmary  amounted  to  £21,473,  being  only  £906  less 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  In  addition  it  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that 
Free  Legacies  and  Special  Donations  received  during  the  year  and  credited 
to  the  General  Fund  Account  amounted  to  £10,888. 

The  amount  of  £49,173  received  from  the  Bradford  Hospital  and 
Convalescent  Fund  was  again  a  record,  and  the  Board  express  their 
thanks  to  the  many  voluntary  workers  and  contributors  connected  with 
the  Fund. 

After  charging  special  expenditure  on  Renewals  and  Equipment  of 
£13,143,  and  taking  credit  for  £9,000  in  respect  of  Provision  for  Deferred 
Repairs,  there  is  an  excess  expenditure  over  income  for  the  year  of 
£67,718. 

With  the  ever-increasing  costs  of  materials,  equipment  and  wages,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how,  in  the  future,  the  income  can  be  sufficient  to  cover 
the  expenditure,  unless  by  a  serious  curtailment  of  the  present  high 
standard  of  services  given,  or,  alternatively,  assistance  by  way  of  State 
grants. 

A  comparison  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  the  last  two  years  with 
that  for  1939  clearly  shows  the  effect  of  the  increase  in  costs  referred

The  total  cost  of  Repairs,  Renewals  and  Equipment  during  the  year 
amounting  to  £41,796  included  a  considerable  expenditure  in  respect  of 
Deferred  Repairs  and  Renewals  accumulated  during  the  war  period.  It 
will  be  appreciated  that  this  accumulation  was  also  influenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  New  Infirmary  was  only  opened  in  1 936,  and  no  great  expenditure  on 
Repairs  and  Renewals  would  have  been  required  until  during  the  war  period. 

The  Capital  and  Revenue  Funds  of  the  Infirmary,  excluding  the  value  of 
the  Land,  Buildings  and  Equipment  of  Woodlands  Home,  amount  to 
approximately  £885,000.  Of  this  amount,  approximately  £136,000  is 
represented  by  investments. 

The  balance  on  the  General  Fund  now  only  amounts  to  £51,368,  which, 
with  the  exception  of  approximately  £1,000,  is  represented  by  Household 
Properties,  Advances  to  the  Building  Fund  and  Radium  purchased. 

In  pursuance  of  their  policy  of  increasing  the  amenities  of  the  Infirmary, 
the  Board  have  during  the  year  expended  £11,333  on  properties  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Infirmary.  The  total  purchases  to  31st  December,  1946, 
of  this  type  of  property  amounted  to  £23,012,  which  sum  is  shown  as  an 
asset  of  the  General  Fund.  The  expenditure  on  Land,  Buildings  and 
Equipment,  as  shown  in  the  Building  Fund,  refers  to  the  Infirmary 
Building  only. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Woodlands  Convalescent  Home  has  referred  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Rehabilitation  Centre  and,  whilst  the  cost  of  this 
service  is  an  added  burden  on  the  finances  of  the  Infirmary,  there  is  no 
question  as  to  the  benefits  obtained  therefrom  by  the  many  patients  who 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  service. 

The  Board  are  most  grateful  to  the  Bradford  Hospital  Fund  for  their 
magnificent  gift  of  £10,000  for  convalescent  purposes,  which  has  been  of 
considerable  help  in  financing  the  increased  services  which  the  Conva¬ 
lescent  Home  now  gives.

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LADY  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


NURSING  STAFF 

During  the  year  1946  the  demands  upon  the  nursing  staff  have  much 
increased  owing  to  the  acute  nature  of  the  cases  admitted  to  the  wards 
and  the  increased  amount  of  investigation  and  treatment  being  carried 
out  and  greater  use  being  made  of  Woodlands  Convalescent  Home  as  an 
auxiliary  hospital  for  cases  recovering  from  operation.  At  the  same  time 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  attendances  at  the  various  clinics 
entailing  increased  work  for  the  staff.  So  far  there  has  been  no  commen¬ 
surate  increase  in  the  number  of  nursing  candidates  entering  through  the 
Preliminary  Training  School,  and  to  prevent  the  closing  of  wards,  fourteen 
domestic  and  ten  nursing  orderlies  have  been  engaged  to  make  up  some 
of  the  shortage.  The  orderlies  relieve  the  student  nurses  of  most 
of  the  domestic  and  simpler  nursing  duties  in  wards  and  departments 
leaving  the  nurse  free  to  concentrate  exclusively  on  the  care  of  the  patients. 
Four  additional  sisters  have  been  appointed  for  some  of  the  departments 
where  the  work  is  particularly  acute  and  these  steps  together  have  helped 
considerably  in  relieving  the  present  strain  upon  the  staff. 

A  determined  effort  is  now  being  made  to  reduce  the  hours  of  the 
nursing  staff  to  ninety-six  hours  per  fortnight  as  recommended  in  the 
Rushcliffe  Report  and  it  is  hoped  that  increased  recruitment  during  the 
year  1947  will  enable  us  to  do  this. 

FOREIGN  NURSES 

We  are  glad  for  the  first  time  since  the  war  to  have  some  foreign  post¬ 
graduate  nurses  with  us  again.  During  1946  we  have  had  one  Norwegian 
and  three  Danish  nurses  each  for  a  period  of  six  months.  Four  Greek 
student  nurses  entered  under  an  agreement  with  the  Greek  and  American 
Red  Cross  for  the  training  of  fifty  Greek  girls  in  British  hospitals  for  future 
work  as  District  Nurses  in  the  Greek  Public  Health  Service. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

The  Gold  Medal  for  1946  has  been  awarded  to  Nurse  Patricia  Healey, 
who  gained  802  out  of  a  possible  1000,  the  Silver  Medal  to  Nurse  Dorothy 
M.  Illingworth  with  798  marks.  Nine  Bronze  Medals  were  awarded  to 
nurses  who  had  obtained  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks.  Certificates  of 
Merit  were  gained  by  thirteen  nurses  with  over  65  per  cent,  marks  and  the

DOMESTIC  WORKERS 

The  shortage  of  domestic  workers  still  presents  a  serious  problem  as 
we  are  still  unable  to  recruit  sufficient  daily  workers  to  balance  the  short¬ 
age  of  domestic  staff.  Through  the  Ministry  of  Labour  we  are  now  arrang¬ 
ing  for  the  engagement  of  a  number  of  European  displaced  persons  as. 
domestic  workers  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  ease  the  situation. 


ASSISTANT  MATRON 

Miss  Nina  Head,  Assistant  Matron  since  1931,  resigned  her  post  in 
November  1946  and  has  since  married.  She  served  the  Hospital  with  the 
utmost  loyalty,  energy,  kindliness  and  devotion  and  will  be  greatly  missed 
by  all  those  who  came  in  contact  with  her  during  her  long  and  faithful 
service.  We  all  wish  her  great  happiness  in  her  married  life.  Her  place  has 
been  taken  by  Miss  S.  M.  Hay,  of  Aberdeen  City  Hospital,  who  has  recently 
seen  distinguished  service  in  the  T.A.N.S.  in  Egypt,  Normandy  and  the 
Far  East,  retiring  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  as  Matron  in  charge 
of  a  1000  bedded  Army  hospital  in  India.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  her  to 
her  new  post  of  responsibility  here  and  hope  she  will  be  happy  in  her  work 
among  us.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT 


Medico-social  work,  one  of  the  latest  ancillary  medical  services  to 
be  established  at  the  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  is  rapidly  finding  its 
place  as  an  important  link  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the 
patients.  The  value  of  the  social  background  and  the  alleviation  of 
social  problems  in  assisting  the  patient  to  benefit  fully  from  the  medi¬ 
cal  and  surgical  treatment  available  is  recognised  and  medico-social 
work  is  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of  hospital  service. 

Many  women  fight  hard  against  illness  and  delay  seeking  medical 
advice  and  treatment  because  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  leaving  the 
family.  The  husband  if  ill  is  conscious  that  the  family  income  is  con¬ 
siderably  reduced  and  in  many  cases  is  inadequate  to  provide  for  his 
family.  The  Almoner  can  advise  and  help  the  needy  cases,  who  can 
then  concentrate  on  obtaining  the  medical  treatment  necessary  to 
restore  health  so  that  once  again  they  can  take  their  normal  place  in 
society. 

Social  service  provides  a  fund  of  information  valuable  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  patients.  The  Almoners  of  this  Infirmary  wish  to  express 
grateful  thanks  to  all  those  societies  and  persons  who  have  so  readily 
and  kindly  given  assistance. — The  National  Council  of  Social  Service, 
Soldiers’,  Sailors’,  and  Airmen’s  Families  Association,  Red  Cross, 
Assistance  Board,  Social  Welfare  Department,  Probation  Officers, 
Ministry  of  Labour,  Factory  Welfare  Officers,  Education  Department, 
Health  Visitors  and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  many  others.  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  enumerate  them  all,  but  each  one  is  remembered. 

During  the  year  hundreds  of  patients  have  been  assisted  in  one  way 
and  another.  The  majority  of  these  have  been  very  successful.  Some 
have  been  rather  unusual. 

A  young  widow  whose  Canadian  husband  had  been  killed  whilst  in 
the  Forces  had  been  suffering  from  asthma  for  some  time,  and  it  was 
frequently  necessary  to  admit  her  to  the  ward  as  the  condition  became 
worse  each  time  she  was  discharged.  Her  relatives  in  Canada  were 
most  anxious  that  she  should  make  her  home  with  them  and  the 
physician-in-charge  thought  this  would  be  beneficial  to  her.  After  a 
great  deal  of  communication  with  the  Canadian  Wives’  Bureau,  it  was 
agreed  to  let  her  go.  Special  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  her  to 
travel  on  a  hospital  ship,  and  with  the  help  of  the  Bradford,  Liverpool, 
and  Canadian  Red  Cross,  she  was  escorted  to  her  new  home  in 
Canada,  where  she  is  enjoying  better  health. 
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Another  patient  with  congenital  deformity  of  her  hands  is  now  a 
student  at  the  College  of  Art,  thanks  to  the  help  and  advice  of  the 
Education  Committee  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Appointments 
Office. 

The  service  of  a  speech  therapist  has  been  obtained  for  a  patient 
whose  speech  was  affected  during  the  war  and  he  is  now  making  good 
progress. 

Surgical  appliances  and  artificial  limbs  have  been  obtained  for 
many  patients  and  convalescence  has  been  arranged  frequently.  The 
Samaritan  Fund  Committee  have  given  their  generous  help  towards 
the  costs  involved  and  have  also  given  help  to  patients  requiring  other 
financial  assistance,  which  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

A  great  deal  of  work  is  being  done  in  connection  with  the  Re¬ 
habilitation  Centre,  Rawdon.  We  are  endeavouring  to  make  sure  that 
each  patient  returns  to  his  original  employment  or  is  placed  in  suitable 
alternative  work  when  treatment  terminates  and  follow  up  is  under¬ 
taken  one  month  after  each  patient  has  been  discharged. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  we  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude 
to  the  members  of  the  volunteer  car  pool,  who  this  year  have  travelled 
over  thirteen  thousand  miles,  bringing  patients  for  treatment  who 
would  otherwise  have  been  unable  to  attend.  The  drivers  have  given 
up  their  valuable  time  so  generously  and  willingly  that  to  all  of  them 
on  behalf  of  the  patients  and  ourselves  we  send  our  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  thanks.

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SAMARITAN  SOCIETY  REPORT 

FOR  1946 


The  Infirmary  Samaritan  Society  has  continued  during  the  year  to  assist 
needy  patients  to  obtain  surgical  appliances  and  convalescent  treatment, 
and  has  also  helped  by  paying  ambulance  and  taxi  fares  for  those  unable 
to  afford  these  expenses.  Considerably  more  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Society’s  funds  than  during  the  war  period,  but  the  patients  helped  are 
generally  elderly  people  who  have  only  their  pensions  to  live  on  and  who 
have  a  hard  struggle  to  make  ends  meet,  even  without  the  expenses  of 
illness.  In  one  case  a  self-propelling  chair  was  provided  for  a  limbless 
patient  who  was  unable  to  get  out  of  doors  without  one — a  special  appeal 
was  made  for  this  case  and  a  chair  was  procured  at  a  very  reasonable  cost. 
In  another  case,  assistance  was  given  with  rent  in  order  to  keep  a  furnished 
room  vacant  whilst  the  occupier  was  in  hospital.  Other  cases  have  been  the 
provision  of  splints  and  belts  for  people  unable  to  meet  the  full  cost  of  these 
appliances  which  have  considerably  increased  in  price  during  the  last  few 
years. 

The  Charles  Priestley  Fund  has  been  called  upon  during  the  year  to 
assist  three  patients,  all  of  whom  have  been  sanatorium  cases.  In  one  case 
the  help  was  given  in  the  form  of  an  allowance  for  the  patient’s  wife  and 
two  children  whilst  he  was  away  or  in  the  Infirmary  undergoing  several 
operations;  in  the  other  cases  the  allowance  was  a  personal  one  in  order  to 
provide  extra  comforts.  This  fund  has  not  been  called  upon  greatly  for 
some  time  and  we  are  very  glad  to  have  been  able  to  use  it  for  these 
deserving  cases. 

The  Convalescent  Fund  has  been  chiefly  used  for  ambulance  and  taxi  fares, 
as  some  of  the  Homes  which  were  formerly  used  had  not  been  re-opened 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 

The  library  is  as  popular  and  as  appreciated  as  ever,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  the  helpers  who  give  up  so  much  time  to  this  part  of  the  work. 
During  the  year  6335  books  have  been  issued  to  the  wards. 

Much  help  has  been  given  by  the  Almoner’s  Department  in  notifying 
cases  and  in  making  enquiries  into  circumstances,  and  the  Society  is  very 
grateful  for  this  assistance.

The  Duke  of  York  Home  has  been  built  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  members 
of  the  community  who,  when  ill,  do  not  wish  to  have  treatment  in  the  wards  of 
a  charitable  hospital,  but  who  cannot  afford  the  charges  of  ordinary  Nursing 
Homes.  The  site  is  about  600  feet  above  sea  level,  in  one  of  the  healthiest  parts 
of  Bradford. 

The  Home,  which  is  equipped  with  all  the  most  modern  appliances  for  dealing 
with  medical  or  surgical  cases,  contains  accommodation  for  seventy  patients, 
mostly  in  single  rooms.  No  infectious,  mental,  or  normal  maternity  cases  can 
be  admitted. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  after  consultation  with  any  member  of  the  Visiting 
Medical  Staffs  of  the  three  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  in
